Ill . EXPLANATION OF WHY CONTESTED CHARGE IS IN ERROR

The above charges were charged to deposit account no. 50-05 10/IBM (Yorktown 
Heights). On January 26, 2004, applicant filed an Amendment in response to the Office 
Action mailed September 25, 2003 with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. The 
Amendment Transmittal (a copy of which is attached) indicated that the claims remaining 
after amendment was 34 (total) and 8 (independent). The highest claims previously paid for 
was 25 (total) and 3 (independent). As such, fees for additional claims were paid via Deposit 
Account No.: 50/0150/IBM (Yorktown Heights) for 9 extra dependent claims in the sum of 
$612.00 and the sum of $430.00 for 5 extra independent claims. Upon filing the 
Amendment, the applicant made the discovery that the total amount paid for the 9 extra 
I dependent claims was incorrect. The total amount paid for 9 (dependent) claims was 
$612.00 . The correct amount that should have been charged was $162.00. The dollar 
amount was inadvertently misconstrued. Therefore, Applicant believes that the charge of 
$612.00 was mistakenly charged. Applicant respectfully request that a refund amount for 
$450.00 be granted.
